ever  the  city  was  putting  in  a  con- 
crete sidewaHc  and  to  send  them  the 
bill  for  their  amount  and  ttiey  would 
pay  the  city.  , 


WASimTGTON,  Dec.  Ken- 
tucky ranked  seventeenth  among  the 
States  in  the  nroduetion  of  lumber 
last  year,  according  to  a  statement 
issued  bv  the  Cctisus  Bureau,  but  she 
I  was  well  no  to  the  fnuit  on  the  pro- 
'duction  of  some  of  the  scarcer  and 
more  yaluable  species. 

Kentueky  led  ia  the  production  of 
yellow  poplar  lumber,  furnishinsr  23.9 
per  cent  of  the  cut  of  the  entire  coun- 
try, valued  at  $5,240. 177.  K<Mitneky 
produced  14  per  cent  of  the  entire 
quantity  of  hickory  cut  last  rear,  her 
product  being  valued  at  $780,98.'). 
Arkansas  alone  exceeded  Kentucky 
v.itii  a  total  cut  valued  at  $1, 045,000. 

Kentueky  was  third  in  the  produc- 
tion of  sycamore  lumber,  her  cut  be- 
ing valued  at  $92,275.  ludiana  came 
to  the  front  as  a  lumber  producing 
State  in  the  matter  of  the  sycamore, 
standing  tirst  with  a  cut  valued  at 
$185,957,  representing  nearly  25  per 
cent  of  the  cut  of  the  country. 

Kentucky  was  fifth  in  the'produc-' 
tioh  of  wahnit,  the  mo.~^t  valiiablf  tim- 
ber cut  in  the  United  States,  hei- 
product  eonaling  18  per  cent  of  tlu^ 
cut  of  the  entile  countrv  and  valued 
at  $183,914.  Kentucky  stood  sixth 
in  the  i)r()duclion  of  beech  lumber, 
her  output  ('([ualing  7.1  per  cent  of 
the  Country's  jtroduction  and  was 
valued  at  $384,348. 

She  was  seventh  in  the  production 
of  chesinit,  lier  output  amounting  to 
6.8  per  cent  uf  the  country's  entire 
cut  and  Ix'ina-  valued  at  $725,919. 
In  the  production  of  red  gnm,  Ken- 
tucky stood  fifth,  hei"  production 
amounting  to  5..3  per  cent  of  th;tt 
of  the  countrv  and  was  valued  at 
$518,210.

Burglar  is  Arrested. 

Upon  information  teleplioned  from 
Pine  Grove  by  Captain  MiJlikin.  Cap- 
tain *Brown  and  Detective  Stewart 
arrested  ll'e  buiglar  on  East  Water 
street  in  Lexington  Wednesday  af- 
ternoon and  locked  him  in  the  sta- 
tion house  on  a  dwtrge  of  loitei- 
ing.  The  prisoner  gave  the  name 
of  Federal  J(»lu!ston,  said  he  was  a 
luilive  of  St.  Tliomas,  West.-J**die.s, 
late  of  Liverpool,  and  a  farm  lab- 
orer here  looking  for  work.  He  is 
a  li^t  molatio,  and  wears  a  mus- 
tache. 

Protests  His  innocence. 

Although  a  search  disclosed  a  doz- 
en rings  and  new  scissors  in  his 
pockets,  and  that  he  wore  two  new 

outfits  of  clothiiig,  he  denied  thai 
he  had  been  iranlicated  in  any  bur- 
glary. An  hour  later  Captain  Mulli- 
kin  arrived  from  Pine  Grove  with 
a  detailed  description  of  the  man  in 
custody,  tojrether  with  a  list  of  the 
stolen  property,  and  joined  Chief 
Brown  in  the  latters  oflfiee. 

"Your  pepper  worked  alright  at  the 
other  end  of  the  Mne,  but  does  not 
seem  to  have  helped  you  at  this  end" 
he  said.  ' 

"Has  there  been  an  anrest.''  replied 
the  prisoner. 

*  "Yes,  you  iseem  to  be  arrested."

He 
said  that  he  h.xd  been  in  Lcxincrton 
looking  for  work,  and  decided  to  beat 
his  way  to  Huntington. 

He  got  (mly  as  far  as  Pine  Grove 
Tuesday,  and  there  made  inquiries 
for  work.  lading  none^e  said-he 
decided  to  turn  burglar.

dow, Johnston  said  he  avoided  win- 
dows of  the  -  Pine  Grove  Mercantile 

Company's  store,  secured  an  entrance 
by  means  of  a  chute  made  for  the 
flue  from  the  cellai.  To  "^et  in  he 
cut  through  a  lathed  wnll  with  hi- 
penknife.  Here  he  secured  jewelrj'. 
various  i^^itichkj  of  clothing  and  sev- 
erM*dolI;iHtt  1  rom  the  postoflSce  com- 
panment.  ^ 

prying  open  a  window  of  the 
depdt,  he  effected  an  entrance  and 
broke  into  a  case  of  shoes  and  took 
other  merchandise.  A  cake  of  soap 
and  a  "C.  &  O."  towel  were  araona: 
things  carried  away.  About  tifty 
postcards  secured  at  the  store  also 
were  in  his  pockets  when  searched. 

Scatters  Pepper  Along  Route. 

Prom  the  store  Johnston  got  seven 
pounds  of  pepper.  He  says  he  knew 
that  there  were  '^plenty  of  dosrs  in  the 
South. I'ntil  he  li;ul  followed  the 
lailroad  ovtr  a  mile  towaid  Lexing- 
ton, however,  he  did  net  break  the 
package  contained  the  pepper. 

(^aptain  MnTRkin  received  notifica- 
tion of  tlie  bur^larios  at  7  o'clock 
Wednesday  morning,  and  hurried  to 
Pine  Grove  with  his  bloodhounds. 
They  immediately  struck  a  trail,  and 
came  charging  toward  Lexington.  Af-

'<"liief  Brown.     The  lattvr.  a<!Com- 
panied  by  Detective  Stewart,  found 
Johnston  in  a  negro  eating  house. 
The   prisoner   is  abeut  thirty-five 
years  old.    He  admits  that  he  is  a 
paioled  ]>risoner  from  Sing  Sint:'.  and 
says  he  came  to  thfe  States  from 
Liverpool  three  years  ago.   His  ease 
will  be  tried  in  this  county.

ALEIIS  DRIVEN 
FROII  CAPIIAl 


OepMed  President  Seeks  PriltcUon 
^   vf  France— Mob  Seeks 
HU  Ufe.

PORTmiU  PRINCE,  Huti,  Dec. 

3. — A  night  of  nillaging  followed  the 
expulsion  of  President  Alexis 
Twelve  were  killed  before  order  was 
restored.

Fort  au  Frlnce,  Dec.  3. —  President 
Nord  Alexis  has  been  deposed  and  is 
now  safe  on  hoard  the  VkmA  trate- 
ing  ship  Dugrnay  Trouln,  and  Port 
au  Prince  is  in  the  hands  of  the  revo- 
lutioniste.  General  Antolne  Simon, 
the  leader  of  the  Insurgents,  is 
marching  up  the  peninsula  with  an 
army  of  5,000,  and  a  new  president. 
General  Legitima,  has  ba«i  pro- 
claimed. 

At  the  last  moment  President  Alex- 
is yielded  to  the  urging  of  those 
about  him  and  decided  to  take  refuge 
aboard  the  Frpnch  warship.  A  salute 
of  SI  guns  announced  hla  departure 
from  tha  palaee.  noosaads  had  gath- 
ered there  early  in  the  day  and  they 
had  surged  around  the  entrance, 
threatening  to  tear  down  the  walls 
to  drive  out  the  president  and  his 
loyal  followers.  As  the  hours  passed, 
the  great  mob  became  infuriated, 
shouting  for  him  to  leave  the  coun- 
try. The  mob  was  armed  and  men 
and  women,  beside^  themselves  with 
rage,  heaped  curses  on  the  head  of 
the  aged  man  who  had  been  deposed 
from  the  presidency,  bdt  who  had 
fiercely  ^Kpressed  his  detenalnatloa 
to  fight  to  the  last 

So  serious  was  the  situation  that 
the  Frea^  minister,  M.  Carteron, 
and  other  fiweisa  represratatlves,  to- 
gether wltl/  members  of  a  special 
committee,  forced  themselves  upon 
the  president,  who  finally  consented 
to  withdraw.  Shouts  greeted  him  as 
he  stepped  from  the  precincts  of  the 
palace  and  into  a  carriage,  which  had 
been  i)rovi(!e(i.  Mr.  Carteron,  carry- 
ing the  French  tri-color,  sat  beside 
him  and  the  minister  threw  the  folds 
of  the  flag  over  the  shoulders  of  the 
deposed  president  to  protect  him. 

An  immense  crowd  of  mnk  and 
women  had  assembled  at  the  wharf 
and  the  arrival  of  the  presidential 
carriage,  escorted  by  a  battalion  of  -i- 
fantry  and  a  squadron  of  cavalry  un- 
der comnumd  of  General  Hijipolyt. , 
was  the  signal  for  wild  tumult  and 
riot. 

All  along  the  route  the  peojile  who 
lined  the  streets  shouted,  jeered  and 
cursed  at  the  fallen  president,  but 
when  the  landina;  stage  was  reached, 
the  mob  lost  all  restraint.  The  scene 
was  tragic  and  shameful.  Infuriated 
women  broke  through  the  cordon  of 
troops  and  shrieked  the  coarsest  In- 
sults hito  the  very  fiice  of  the  presi- 
dent, who  strova  brarely  to  appear 
undismayed. 

They  tried  to  hurl  themselves  upon 
Alexis  and  fought  with  hands  nnd 
feet  against  the  soldiers,  who  found 
difficulty  in  forcing  them  back.  In 
order  to  disengage  him.  the  troops 
discharged  their  guns,  several  shots 
being  fired.  During  this  time,  a  space 
was  cleared  and  Nord  Alexis  with  the 
French  colors  draped  about  him  was 
hurried  aboard  a  skiff  in  tow  of  a 
steam  launch,  Ms  suite  tumbling  Into 
the  skis  after  him.  As  the  launch 
drew  away,  three  Haltien  gmboats 
and  the  Ften^h  and  American  war- 
ships in  the  harbor  fired  a  salute  to 
the  fallen  president. 

Just  as  Nord  Alexis  was  embark- 
ing, a  woman  succeeded  In  reaching 
his  side,  and  drawing  a  murderous 
knife,  made  a  sweep  at  his  body.  The 
blow  fell  .short,  how(>ver,  and  before 
the  woman  could  follow  It  up  with 
another,  she  was  seized  by  a  soldier. 
A  man  succeeded  in  striking  the 
presldmt  with  his  fist,  but  the  blow 
was  a  glancingi  oae  on  the  neck. 
Nord  Alexis  tanked  to  M.  Carteron 
and  shaking  hla  head  said:  1  told 
Ton,  so,  your  excellency." 

A  trunk  which  was  Ifft  behind  on 
the  precipitate  departure  of  the  pres- 
ident and  his  party  from  the  wharf, 
was  seized  upon  by  the  rioters  and 
broken  open.  It  was  found  to  con- 
tain some  $10,000  in  sold  and  20,000 
Haitian  tiourdes.  The  specie  was 
scattered  about  and  promptly  appro- 
priated. 

A  catastrophe  was  feared,  if  the 
palace  was  invaded  by  the  populace. 
In  such  event,  the  foreign  consuls 
ware  ready  to  have  landed  detach- 
ments ot  sailors  and  marines  from 
the  warriilp  now  in  port.  In  order 
to  inrotaet  tiie  Interests  of  the  citl- 
sens  of  their  respective  nations.  A 
series  of  signals  had  been  arranged 
from  the  consulates  to  the  warships 
with  this  in  view,  but  as  those  who 
had  taken  charge  of  the  covernment 
have  also  taken  precautionary  meas- 
ures, warship  forces  were  not  con- 
8id^«d  necessary  ash<»e. 


All  the  parties,  those  of  Kouci!  -i. 
Simon.  Ftrmin  and  Menos,  were  Hip- 
resented  on  the  committee,  wliiek 
urged  the  presidency  upon  General 
Legitime.  While  accepting  the  office 
at  the  first  call.  General  Legltlma 
showed  some  hesitancy  in  undertak' 
ing  the  presidency  at  such  a  crisis. 
He  expressed  his  wishes  to  obtatB 

Oeneral  Simon's  aahesion  before  dt*> 
Inltely  accepting  the  offlce. 

The  flags  of  tha  natloM  ars  iytaitf 
over  the  doors  and  wiadoars  of  fht 
Cornea  of  the  fbteiga  resldeats,  tar, 
■otwithstaBding  their  exhlbltloas  of 
hostility  against  their  fallen  presi- 
dent, the  Haitiens  are  In  dread  of 
the  landing  of  forces  from  the  war- 
ships. They  especially  fear  the  men 
of  the  I'nited  States  cruisers  Tacoraa 
and  Des  Moines,  whose  reputation 
for  putting  down  riot  and  disorder 
have  gone  before  them.  General 
Canal  is  doing  everything  possible  to 
maintain  order.  Infantry  and  cafalk 
ry  patrol  the  stree|s,  and  attlKNi^  • 
panicky  feeling  remains,  there  la 
tie  danger  to  the  forelgneTs.  If  ftera 
Is  an  engagement  at  all  H  wffl  ba 
among  the  various  trndOooM  strMac 
for  tha  leadeirshlp.

SAYS  SIBLEY  OWNS 

SUBSIDIARY  STOCK 


ArcUiolil  Outlines  Orgai|izatiiii 
ifStaiiiinL 


New  York,  Dee.  t. — The  processes 
through  which  the  Standard  Oil  trust 
was  liquidated  and  its  thirty  subsid' 
iary  companies  brought  und«r  cott' 
trol  of  the  present  Standard  Oil  ctHft- 
pany  of  New  Jersey,  were  dereloped 
in  InteresUng  detail  by  John  D.  Arch- 
bold  under  cross  examination  fn  the 
federal  suit  to  dissolve  the  Standard 
Oil  company. 

Mr.  Archbold  declared  that  the 
trust  had  been  liquidated  In  the  per- 
iod of  years  from  1^92  to  1899  with 
all  good  faith  to  obey  the  mandates 
of  the  Ohio  supreme  court  ordering 
the  trust  dis.solved.  There  was  no  ul- 
terior motive  in  the  fact  that  oniy 
about  fifty-one  per  cent  of  the  trust 
certificates  were  liquidated  Into  tha 
stocks  of  the  subsidiary  nrnipanles, 
said  Mr.  Archbold. 

Mr.  ArehbOld  also  testUM  tkat 
Former  Congressman  Joseph  8.  Sib- 
ley, of  Pennsylvania,  was  identified 
with  the  Galena-Signal  Oil  company, 
a  subsidiary  of  the  Standard.

8t  Panl  will  protMbly  entertain  somo 
time  next  December  tbe  biggest  good 
roads  meeting  ever  held  In  Minnesota 
or  the  surrounciing  states.  Cfeorge  W. 
Cooley,  state  highway  engineer,  U 
planfling  oq  siicii  a  meeting,  and  if  the 
uecessai^'  arrangement  can  be  made, 
as  now  seems  probable,  it  will  be  held. 

The  Idea  of  holding  a  monster  go<^ 
roads  meeting  waa  coneeivad  Mr. 
Cooley  after  tbe  meeting  recently  held 
in  St  PaaU  to  which  the  county  com- 
missioners aa  well  as  others  interested 
in  good  roads  were  invited.  This  meet- 
'I't^  showed  the  wid»^spread  interest 
lakcu  in  the  matter  throughout  the 
state.  lie  expected  between  100  and 
'21 'U  to  attcud,  but  the  attendance  grow 
to  a1")ut  500.  says  the  St.  I'aul  Pioneer 
lYc'ss.  The  same  feeling  has  been 
shown  In  the  meetings  which  he  has 
addressed  in  tbo  smaller  towns 
throof^i^it  tbo  ftats^  t^^  fanners  com- 
ing In  i»  attsad  the  moedngi  in  large 
anttbors  and  showing  an  actlro  Inter- 
est In  tbe  good  road  probleoL 

'af  the  meeting  Is  held  it  wlU  cover 
the  field  thoroughly,"  said  Mr.  Cooley. 
"It  will  be  an  exposition  of  roadmak- 
hi2r  n.acliiiiery  and  materials,  with 
practical  talks  by  men  of  wide  experi- 
ence in  the  various  details  of  the  work. 
In  a  large  meeting  of  this  kind  much 
better  results  can  be  obtained  than  by 
the  smaller  local  meetings  because  In 
such  a  meeting  as  we  expect  to  bold 
the  manufacturers  will  have  exhiUts 
of  all  kinds  of  macbtneiy  osed  In  road- 
making,  and  wo  caa  bsTO  speakers  of 
wido  experlonco  at  muA  a  meeting 
whidi  Is  ImposslUe  for  all  of  the 
smaller  meetings.  A  question  box 
would  be  a  feature,  and  through  this 
means  any  one  confronted  by  special 
problems  in  rcadmaking  would  be 
able  to  get  the  advice  of  the  men  quali- 
fied to  give  it. 

"I  have  not  yet  decided  definitely  on 
the  plan,  but  there  is  a  general  de- 
mand for  such  a  meeting,  and  if  it 
can  possibly  bo  dooo  the  fdans  wUI  be 
carried  out." 

Mr.  Cooley's  plan  is  to  eliminate  the 
"hot  air"  talks  about  good  roads  gen- 
orally  and  to  make  It  an  Instmctive 
msodi«  by  having  aam  go  to  Bt  Paal' 
who  know  aboot  the  practieal  details 
of  rbadnaiklng  Those  who  will  go 
will  do  so  for  the  purpose  of  learning 
something  about  the  l>uildlng  of  good 
roads,  and  It  is  the  intention  to  meet 
this  expectation  fully.  The  meeting 
will  probably  last  one  week.  The  ex- 
hibits will  -over  stone  crushers,  road 
rollers,  stool  and  concrete  bridge  work, 
culverts  ami  all  sorts  of  machinery 
and  material  usod  in  road  building.

Few  are  the  wonion  who  do  no; 
pride  themselves  on  their  china  closei 
Well  arranged  and  full  of  handaome 
wares,  it  ranks  among  the  tiest  orna- 
ments to  the  borise.  Bat  a  common 
trouble  is  that  ca'^b  meal  finds  it  Ue 
pletcd  for  the  table  and  the  harmoii.. 
of  its  arrangement  destroyed.  Now 
silver  of  any  sort  baa  no  standing  in 
the  china  closet  It  should  be  kept  in 
separate  boxea  la  tbe  balfet  drawer 
and  purely  ornamental  objects  of  sil 
ver,  silver-gilt  aad  cat  glass  ought  to 
be  ccmfined  to  tbo  boffet  tor  properly 
tbe  cldna  closet  holds  only  china,  giaw 
and  heavier  clay  wares. 

In  at  Ivast  half  the  houses  It  is  built 
into  the  wall.  This  disposes  of  loca- 
tion. But  it  is  imperative  to  have 
good  shelves  and  plenty  of  them 
^ometimes  it  is  possible  to  make  the 
very  high  shelves  answer  by  screwing: 
books  Ml  tbe  nndor  sides  and  banging 
there  caps,  mags  and  littlo  pitchers 
Hang  the  saoceia  against  the  wall 
back  of  Oe  cop  by  meaas  ot  flat  wire 
china  racks.  Th««  may  bo  a  doable 
or  even  a  treble  row  of  tbe  racks.  In 
filling  them  study  colors  as  much  as 
possible.  V\'ilh  saucers  put  the  big- 
gest at  the  bottom  unless  this  arrange 
ment  disturbs  the  color  scheme.  Leave 
the  shelf  surfaces  plain  and  cover 
them  with  heavy  linen  cut  to  tit  and 
ornamented  with  a  line  of  drawn  work 
Heavy  butcher's  linen  is  best,  and  a 
pad  of  the  same  will  safeguard  the 
glassware  shelf. 

Claret  Jags  can  bo  hang  from  the 
shelves.  A  coraw  posltloB  Is  best  for 
them.  8alT«n  aad  other  flat  things 
may  go  la  tacks  at  the  back.  In  that 
case  tbe  shelf  needs  a  padded-  linen 
at  the  back.  like  the  shelf  proper.  Test 
hanging  things  by  swinging  them,  so 
as  to  make  certain  they  will  not  strike 
anything  else. 

Keep  plates  carefully  sorted  and 
piled,  size  and  pattern  together.  Give 
big  platters  room  on  the  lowermost 
shelf.  If  it  Is  not  properly  grooved  for 
them  tack  strips  of  lath  along  it  and 
cut  the  linen  for  It  wide  enongh  to  go 
in  and  out  Stand  tbe  platters  on  edge, 
tbe  biggest  next  the  wall,  graduating 
them  to^arfl  tbe  front  With  a  v^ 
high  sh^  qiaco  tbej  look  prettier  on 
end,  tbe  highest  la  the  mld^  and  get- 
ting smaller  to#ard  tbo  sides. 

Make  the  most  of  eretj  good  bit  and 
set  in  a  row  In  front  of  the  flat  ones.

KITCHEN  ECONOMiES, 

Odda  and  Ends  of  Soap  Utilised  to 
Save  PsfNiiee. 

The  housewife  who  squanders  all 
her  odds  and  ^nds  of  soap  should  learn 
a  lesson  lu  thrift.  She  is  reckless,  be- 
cause these  bits,  no  matter  how  small, 
can  be  utilized  in  a  way  that  saves 
more  pennies  than  one  would  think. 

If  you  are  one  of  those  who  are  care- 
less lu  this  respect  mend  your  ways. 

Gather  together  once  a  week  all  the 
ends  of  kitchen  and  laundry  aoap  into 
one  jar  and  all  the  ends  of  tc^et  aad 
household  soap  Into  another  Jar. 

Am  most  boosewlres  ase  tbe  same 
brand  of  soap  year  la  and  year  oat 
there  arill  not  be  macb  of  a  mlztore. 
It  win  make  ao  dliraence  If  tbere  Is. 
as  the  result  wHl  be  macb  the  same. 

It  might  be  Jast  as  well  to  label  each 
Jar  in  a  clear  manner.  On  one  put 
"Kitchen  BoapT  oa  tbe  oCber,  '^llet 
Soap." 

When  you  have  both  jars  full  go  to 
work  In  some  idle  hour  and  shave 
these  pieces  of  soap  with  a  sharp  old 
kitchen  kulfe.  Have  two  pans  or  bowls 
for  the  puri)ose,  and  when  you  are 
through  with  the  soap  pour  Into  each 
pan  two  or  three  ptaits  of  bollteg 
water. 

Keep  this  water  at  tbe  boBlag'  point 
until  every  particle  of  tbe  soap  Is  dis- 
solved, stir  it  with  a  cleaa  wooden 
spoon,  and  when  It  becomee  eoft  and 

thick  pour  back  into  the  Jars  while  hot 
and  cover  each  one. 

Put  them  away  to  cool,  and  when 
tliis  is  (lone  you  will  find  each  jar  Is 
full  of  a  smooth,  even,  clear  jelly. 

This  will  keep  for  any  amount  of 
time.  Tlio  kitchen  Jar  is  left  in  the 
pantry,  and  the  toOet  Jar  Is  pat  ta  the 
bathroom. 

This  soap  jelly  Is  just  as  good  to  ase 
as  a  cake  of  soap.  Some  women  pre- 
fer it  For  shampooing  tbe  hair  ft  Is 
far  ahead  of  a  lather. 

A  tablespoonfnl  of  It  may  be  pot  into 
a  bottle  of  boiling  water  with  a  little 
bay  mm  If  one  likes  the  odor,  then 
shaken  Into  a  thick  froth  and  used  on 
the  head. 

Half  the  bottle  is  used  at  first  to 
cleanse  the  scalp,  and  when  this  Is 
rinsed  off  the  otlier  iialf  of  the  bottle 
is  used  to  wn<h  the  hair  itself. 

Clear  iiot  water  Is  used  for  rinsing, 
then  a  pitcher  of  cold  water  to  close 
tbo  pores,  and  the  hair  is  as  clean  as 
though  the  expensive  hairdresser  h^d 
done  the  work.

The  aspidistra,  or  parlor  palm,  de- 
tlTM  Ita  name  from  aspidiscon,  a  lit- 
tle round  fchleld,  probably  from  the 
Mutpe  of  its  flower,  which,  though 
■omewhat  insignificant,  is  pecnliar 
from  its  being'  borne  upon  the  sur- 
Cftee  of  the  solL  There  ere  two  forms, 
Cretn  end  Tariegated.  The  eapldistra 
to  pert&ape  tSue  most  Taluable  of  all 
9taats  for  roodk  embellishment,  as  well 
es  iEor  etfeet  in  the  greenhouse,  whilst, 
being  erergreen.  it  is  especiallV  valu- 
able for  decorative  purposes  all  the 
year  round;  In  fact,  its  stately  and 
bold  appearance  causes  it  to  rank 
among  the  best  of  all  plants  for  in- 
doors, in  draughts  and  badly  lighted 
rooms,  and  with  reasonable  care  It 
succeeds  with  but  little  attention.  It 
will  also  be  found,  too,  more  profit- 
able than  many  expensive  plants  pur- 
chased from  time  to  time  to  place  upon 
the  table  or  in  the  window,  these 
vswdly  hsTlBg  to  be  replaoed  quick- 
ly, so  little  are  they  adapted  to  a  pro- 
kmcad  aoloum  an  uncertain  tem- 
perature with  unnatural  surroundings. 
One  of  the  adrantages  of  the  aspidis- 
tra is  that  gas  affects  it  but  litUe  in 
comparison  with  other  plants.  One 
cannot  help  but  notice  in  many  cases 
Its  neglect  as  regards  cultivation,  the 
plants,  as  it  were,  being  left  to  take 
care  of  themselves.  A  good  plant 
should  be  purchased  from  a  nursery- 
man, and  if  this  is  given  due  atten- 


of  the  left  hand  between  the  sterna  of 
the  leaves  on  the  surface  of  the  soil, 
turning  the  plant  completely  upside 
down;  then  with  a  gentle  tap  of  the 
edge  of  the  i>ot,  upon  the  creenhouse 
staging  or  similar  firm  sulMMJUioe  the 
pot  may  be  easily  remored,  as  In  Fig. 
S.  The  mass  of  soli  and  root  can  then 
be  dlTided  inte  three  or  as  many  parts 
as  may  be  decided  upon  (see  Fig.  3). 
this  operation  being  carried  out  by 
the  aid  of  a  sharp  knife,  cutting 
through  the  rhizome,  or  rootstock, 
carefully  and  cleanly,  separating  the 
roots  with  as  little  damage  as  possi- 
ble. To  make  each  division  shapely 
it  may  be  necessary  to  detach  sev- 
eral single  leaves,  with  rootlets,  these 
being  laid  on  one  side  for  later  atten- 
tion. The  spare  space  in  the  pot 
should  be  filled  with  the  compost  above 
described,  care  being  taken  that  am- 
ple drainasB  is  afforded,  with  a  few 
pieces  of  crocks  (broken  flower-pott). 
Firm  potting  is  desirably,  this  being 
attiOned  by  giving  the  base  of  the 
pots  several  decided  ti^Ni  upon  the 
bench  in  order  to  settle  the  contents 
firmly  and  the  soil  about  the  roots. 

The  single  leaves  require  potting  in 
the  same  way  in  flve-incb  pots,  arran- 
ging the  tall  leaves  iu  one  pot,  the 
small  in  another.  This  is  an  excel- 
lent plan  to  obtain  plants  for  differ- 
ent posiiious.  the  taller  giving  a  bet- 
ter appearance  on  a  hall  table  or  in

tidn  there  is  no  reason  why,  after  ser- 
eral  yean,  the  grower  may  not  be 
able  to  ffll  the  rooms  or  greenhouse 
with  a  oonsiderabde  number  of  hand-' 
some  specimens  owing  to  the  easiness 
w^ith  which  it  is  propagated,  as  shown 
in  the  accompanying  illustrations. 


Propagation  by  division  is  best  car- 
ried out  early  iu  March,  and  a  sup 
ply  of  soil  composed  of  two  parts  loam. 


The  Repotted  Divided  Roots^ 

one  part  leaf  mold  and  one  i)ait  sand 
should  be  made  up  for  the  potiinj;,  as 
this  is  found  to  be  the  compost  in 
which  the  aspidistra  best  succeeds. 
After  about  two  years'  growth  the 
leaves  will  have  increased  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  are  apt  £o  crowd  one 
another,  as  in  Fig.  1,  and  as  small, 
misshapen  specimens  result,  repotting 
and  divlsiop  is  then  necessary.  To 
commenee  operations  place  the  fingers 


the  consttrvatory.  the  smaller  being 
more  fitted  tor  the  wUle  table  or  in  a 
fancy  stand  or  similar  receptacle. 
This  is  somewhat  drastic  treatment, 

but  If  the  plants  are  carefully  staked 
with  a  light  ^-lic  k  c,r  buiuboo  cane  and 
tied  up  with  rafiia  for  a  week  or  two 
they  will  speedily  recover  if  kept  from 
blight  sunlight,  the  tying  up  of  the 
leaves  being  necessary  to  prevent 
their  weight  levering  the  .roofs  out  of 
position.  The  final  proceeding  is  to 
give  the  contents  of  the  pots  several 
copious  waterings,  in  order  to  wash 
the  sou  well  round  the  roots,  but  be 
sure  the  water  gets  away. 

Sometimes  it  will  be  found  that  old 
plants  make  no  progress.  This  is 
usually  due  to  the  fact  that  fresh  soil 
entirely  is  required,  the  old  having 
become  sour  from  over-wat- i  ing  or 
other  causes.  Immerse  the  whole  of 
the  pot  and  contents  in  a  pail  of  water 
for  one  hour,  remove  the  pot,  washing 
away  the  old  soil  altogether,  then  re- 
pot with  new  pot  and  solL  As  to 
watering,  the  aspidistra  requires  to  be 
freely  watered  in  summer  and  spar- 
ingly In  winter.  It  is  preferred  by 
some,  instead  of  giving  several  water- 
ings, to  stand  the  plant  in  a  pail  of 
water  for  some  little  time,  allowing 
the  pot  to  be  wholly  covered,  thus  af- 
fording a  lasting  drink,  and  this  meth- 
od  is  all  very  well  when  the  watering 
of  a  plant  is  understood.  It  is  a  com- 
mon practice  to  place  the  pots  in 
fancy  vases  or  jardinieres;  this  is 
detrimental  to  any  plant,  as  it  hinders 
the  air  getting  to  the  pot,  which  is 
porous.  If,  however,  this  course  is 
adopted  the  outer  vessel  should  be  con- 
siderably larger  than  that  containing 
the  plant  its^,  to  allow  a  certain 
amount  of  air  to  circulate  between  the 
two;  also  it  should  not  be  forgotten 
that  water  must  not  accumulate  at  the 
bottom  of  the  vase,  as  this  rapidly  be- 
comes stagnant  and  sour,  and  is  very 
injurious  to  'the  plant

duri)i*j  the  pa.<-t  summer,  j^rows  en- 
thusia.stic  in  his  desc!i|)tion  of  "The 
Last  Best  West,"  which  compri.ses 
the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskat- 
chewan and  Alberta,  as  all  other 
writers  who  have  ever  visited  that 
great  country.  To  extract  from  what 
he  has  said  we  find  iKs  following: 

"That  black  8tirH;»  across  the  land- 
scape— it  was  nci  the  shadow  of  a 
passing  cloud,  but  the  record  of  a 
plough!  These  yellow  gray  bunds 
were  tlie  fields  of  stubble  already 
reaped.  These  other  bands  of  green, 
of  pa  16  yellow,  of  deep  blight  yellow 
— tliey  were  the  fields  of  wheat, 
among  wliich  the  binders  weie  yet  to 
do  their  work!  The  centuries-old 
soil  was  finding  its  first  upturned  ex- 
posure to  the  sun.  Surely  the  plough 
had  come!  There  is  tio  more  thrill- 
ing wilderness  just  passing  into  the 
first  loose  fingers  of  civilized  mim's 
occupation. 

'Jlere  was  tiie  wheat,  crowding  up 
lie  trail,  high  as  the  wugon  seat 
V  drove  through.  At  the  edge  of 
mbling  cow  man's  unowned 
g  occupied  range,  we  reached 
nd  plucked  off  ripe  wheat  in 
1,  crumpling  out  into  the  palm 
the  fui.  ears  o  f triple-rowed  kernels, 
magnificent  grain,  the  food  which  the 
world  must  have — that  grain  upon 
which  the  whole  eivifiiati(m  of  tiie 
earth  seems  so  stranfely  to  depend; 
for,  when  the  wheat  has  come,  civili- 
zatioh  has  takei;  hold  of  the  land 
never  again  to  loose  its  grasp.  One 
who  loves  the  open  air  and  the  wild 
world  cannot  suitress  a  sigh  of  re- 
gret at  first  thought  of  the  passin«» 
plains,  at  the  thought  of  the  de;i(l 
romance  of  the  rancher;  but,  none 
the  less,  tbrre  must  come  the  s  there* 
thought  flmt  the  wilderness  of  thi> 
world,  as  well  as  the  scant  fields  of 
the  older  world,  belong  to  the  world 
and  the  world's  peoples. 

"Extended  personal  inquiry  in  the 
course  of  a  lonft  journey  failed  tu 
discover  one  farmer  who  was  home- 
siek  »r  discontented,  or  who  de- 
clared that  he  was  g<jing  baek  to 
Old  England  or  to  the  States  With- 
out exception  they  declared  that  they 
were  Hot  only  contented,  but  pros- 
perous. In  most  cases  their  one  or 
two  crops  had  given  them  tlieir  lands 
and  their  first  farmstead  buildings  of 
rude  comfort,  at  least,  fully  paid  for ; 
and  this  land  was  th«r  own?  No 
basement  hfe  for  these  settlers,  nor 
for  their  children,  nor  their  chil- 
dren's children;  no  rack  rents,  no 
straggle  with  a  worn,  e¥hau:^ted  soil , 
no  cap-touching  to  a  so-called  su- 
neiior  clas>.  Here  was  a  different 
field  for  humanity.

Some- 
tliing  set  the  blood  tingling  in  the 
veins  No  one  here  spoke  of  despaii' 
or  discouragement.  Tlie<e  men  mafl  - 
no  repining  at  their  lots  as  frontier 
farmers.  Their  sole  and  engrossing 
concern  wns  llio  nuostion  of  monn:^ 
of  getting  out  their  wheat  to  the 
markets— for  even  in  Western  Can- 
ada farming  has  run  in  advance  of 
transportation. 

"In  such  regions  ns  this,  one  still 
travels  as  one  likes  across  country, 
paying  no  attention  to  roads;  al- 
though now  and  again  one  comes  up- 
on roads  rudely  ploUffbed  along  the 
section  lines,  in  some  case,  near  the 
railroads,  fairly  well  worked.  The 
time  of  the  'main-tra-veled  road'  is 
passing  rapidly,  even  in  Canada. 
Soon  the  fences  wUl  come  along  the 
highwavs.  and  all  travel  will  follow 
the  lines  bounding  artificial  rectan- 
gles. Exulting  in  our  liberty,  for  the 
most  nart  our  party  continued  to 
travel  direct  toward  a  destination. 
We  still  held  to  the  prairies;  and

▼eilow  fever.  And  when  there  is  an 
enidesdo  of  tbe'  lattar,  tiie  entire 
country  is  aroused,  and  radical  steps 
ure  taken  to  stamp  the  disease  out 

fai  Georgetown  ahd  several  of  our 
■fSgbbor  cities  there  have  been  many 
eases  of  tj-phoid.  In  Georgetown  the 
eitizons  are  demanded  that  the  water 

;«qqily  b»  cleaned  out.  And  ntuch 
IS  being  done  to  check  the  disease. 

We  do  not  realize  how  dangerous 
typhoid  is  until  we  have  it  in  onr 

,  midst.  And  after  a  long  drouth  such 
as  we  have  had,  the  damper  is  doub- 
led.   The  very  rains  themselves  in 

'  erease  the  tiroiiUe.  The  germs  of 
the  disease  are  multiplied  and  threat- 
en  all  classes  of  our  citizens.  The 
tmnua  who  gets  his  water  from  his 
««&  or  from  a  running  stream  is  in 
the  same  danger  as  the  cit\'  man. 
who  uses  the  water  system  or  the 
cistern. 

We  have  heard  many  say  that  they 
Are  afraid  of  city  water,  that  they 
vonld  not  use  it,  but  that  their  cis- 
terns are  all  right.  This  is  a  serious 
■listake.  The  <'istern  after  a  long 
drouth  is  just  as  dangerous  as  the 
city  water.  All  water  from  my 
source  is  alike  full  of  germs  of  ty- 
phoid. 

The  only  safe  thing  t«  do  ia  to 
^il  all  water  before  usiup*.  It  is 
Msily  done,  and  once  the  hous' 
^eeomca  accustomed  Ho  doing  it,  she 
wBl  OHe  notiaii^  else.  The  old  say- 
ing. "An  ounce  of  prevention  i 
woi  th  a  pound  of  cure,"  is  a  true  one. 
l^ess  this  simple  precaution  is  taken 
many  family  in  Winchester  and 
Clai  k  county  will  moum  the  loss  of 
some  tuember.

Fomer  Cfinp^ssman  Talks  to  Tariff 
Revisers— Pleads  For  OM 
Schedule. 


Washington,  Dec.  3. — The  consid- 
eration the  tariff  oi^  wool,  woolen 
manntactnrea  and  oarpets/ beftnre  the 

house  ways  and  means  committee, 
developed  considerable  interesting 
testimotty.  General  Charles  H.  Gros- 
venor,  a  former  representative  In 
congress  from  Ohio,  was  one  of  the 
most  important  witnesses.  He  ap- 
peared for  the  wmil  growers  of  Ohio. 
"You  can't  reduce  the  duty  on  wool 
as  it  stands  wifiout  destroying  the 
industry,"  he  told  the  committee. 
"The  indnstrj  is  now  fairly  profit- 
able.'' 

Aa  aa  argmnent  la  faTor  ci  the  re- 
tentiott  of  the  ^j^resent  doty  on  imA, 
General  GroeTaaor  said  that  aader 
the  low  rate  ef  duty  imposed  on  wool 
by  the  WUaon  bill  the  number  oC 
sheep  raised  in  one  county  oC  Olilo 
decreased  from  15S.0M  to  M|000 
within  four  y^ears. 

Representative  Clark  of  Missouri 
later  secured  the  admission  from  the 
former  representative  from  Ohio  that 
this  reduction  was  at  least  in  part 
due  to  the  increased  value  of  land 
in  Ohio.  General  Grosvenor  claimed 
that  the  production  of  wool  increased 
when  the  Dingley.  tariff  was  eaaeted. 
He  declared  that  a  rednetlon  in  tha 
tariff  on  woai  has  never  made  the 
price  of  clothing  In  this  oomitry 
cheaper,  although  he>  claimed  aU 
clothing,  except  the  highest  grade, 
was  cheaper  here  than  abroad.  He 
claimed  that  there  should  be  stronger 
safeguards  against  the  Importation 
of  high  grade  wool  at  the  valuation 
of  low  grade  wool. 

General  Grosvenor  said  he  favored 
tariff  revision  and  voted  for  It.  "And 
my  friend  Claric,"  he  said,  "favored 
tariff  revision  and  voted  that  way, 
y^  wa  are  both  m  Car  apart  as  to 
what  wa  fiRTor  aa  two  hit^tj  lirtdtt- 
gent  statesmen  cooM  be.

EARLY  COLONISTS'  COIN. 

Wliile  rambling  along  the  banks 
of  the  Indian  river  Harry  Afelson 
found  an  old  English  coin,  said  to  be 
a  gold  guinea,  dated  1630.

Michigan.  New  York.  Pennsylvania 
and  Maryland,  was  now  under  con- 
trol. 


What  Is  Being  Done  In  Various  Com- 
munities In  This  Direction. 
A  committee  of  the  board  of  trade  in 
Lowell,  Mass.,  has  taken  an  inventory 
of  all  the  billboards  in  the  town  and 
has  communicated  with  the  author!- 
ties  requesting  that  the  leasing  of 
beards  on  city  propeHy  be  dteeentln* 
ned  wbea  the  time  comes  for  their  re- 
newal. The  committee  says  that  the 
revenue  received  Is  a  trifle  compared 
with  the  harm  done  to  the  beauty  of 
the  town. 

Following  the  example  of  large  cities 
and  more  recently  niauy  small  ones, 
Easton,  Pa.,  has  adopted  an  antlspit- 
tlng  law.  and  the  measure  has  been 
signed  by  Mayor  McKeen.  People 
who  have  been  In  the  habit  of  spit- 
ting tobacco  juice  over  the  sidewalks 
or  on  floors  <rf  pvblle  bolldlngs  will  be 
placed  onder  arrest  and  llaed  for  their 
offenass  tf  they  are  conttnaed.  No- 
tices of  warning  have  beoft  posted. 

Conspicuous  Improvements  bsve  been 
made  this  summer  in  the  appearance 
of  the  business  section  of  Utica,  N.  Y. 
New  cement  walks  have  been  laid  on 
Genesee  and  other  central  streets. 
This  has  been  the  result  of  agitation 
Started  last  winter  by  President  Baker 
of  the  conncll,  who  says  he  was  led  to 
give  attention  to  the  matter  by  his 
observation  that,  whereas  the  city  was 
spending  thousands  of  dollars— up  Into 
the  millions,  in  fact— to  provide  proper 
places  iQMm  jvhich  dumb  animals  might 
trav^  the  ways  whIA  hmnankind 
most  tread  were  left  la  a  condition  un- 
fit even  for  the  animal  klngdoaL 

Sunnyslde,  one  of  the  loagest  streets 
in  Burlington,  la.,  Is  to  be  paved  Its 
entire  length  iu  the  near  future.  The 
street  extends  from  one  city  limit  to 
the  other,  and  much  of  the  property 
abutting  the  street  is  farm  land.  Al- 
though the  legal  assessment  derived 
from  this  property  would  not  begin  to 
pay  the  cost,  the  return  value  of  the 
pavement  has  been  fully  promised  by 
dtlaens  anzlooa  for  the  Improvement 
and  who  are  more  than  willing  to  pay 
their  fan  shars  of  the  aassnment 

As  a  measors  for  tha  protection  of 
the  school  childrea  of  New  Orleans, 
at7  Health  Officer  W.  T.  {rBellly  wiU 
make  a  sugestlon  to  the  school  bosrd 
that,  beginning  at  the  next  term,  all 
pupils  be  compelled  to  bring  their  own 
drinking  cups  and  that  coniinon  cups 
and  dipi)ei's  for  the  use  of  all  be  abol- 
ished. 

Under  an  ordinance  recently  passed 
by  the  city  council  of  Knoxvllle,  Tenn.. 
it  is  unlawful  to  put  down  any  side- 
walk in  the  city  limits  except  of  con- 
crete. The  specifications  provide  for 
Inspections  by  the  city  hsqwctor,  and 
every  safeguard  is  thrown  arpond  the 
ordinance  to  give  the  propwty  owner 
a  food  sidewalk  and  iwolset  him 
against  any  inferior  work. 

The  park  and  cemetery  commissions 
of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  have  adopted 
formal  resolutions  In  reference  to  criti- 
cisms that  have  been  made  against  the 
superinteuder.ts  of  the  public  parks  on 
account  of  their  being  engaged  in  pri- 
vate landscape  work.  The  board  takes 
the  ground  that  the  perrorniance  of 
such  work  for  citizens  of  Grand  Rap- 
Ids  results  Id  the  substantial  improve- 
ment In  the  appearance  of  the  town 
and  that  wheu  done  for  neighboring 
towns  they  are  simply  doing  a  neigh- 
borly act  which  tends  to  raise  the 
prestige  of  Grand  Rapids  in  matters 
of  outdoor  art,  besides  having  a  tend- 
ency to  educate  the  superintendents 
and  give  tbem  larger  cspMieiice.

Pays  to  Beautify  School  Grounds. 
There  is  no  way  in  which  the  taste 
of  the  coiunumity  may  be  better  dis- 
played thiin  in  the  proper  embellish- 
ment of  the  school  grounds.  A  few 
places  are  so  handicapped  as  to  be 
comparatively  helpless,  but  such  con- 
ditions are  <mly  temporary,  and  even- 
tually alt  may  be  placed  In  the  line 
toward  beautifying  the  <»e  piece  of 
ground  In  each  section  in  which  all 
are  toterpsted.  Well  planted  and  well 
cared  for  school  grounds  sre  a  prom- 
inent feixture  iu  making  any  district  a

movement.  If  the  plant  l.i,  in;,'  traveler 
will  but  coinuientl  the  railway  oihcials 
for  their  enterprise  and  foresight  In 
ombellishing  their  lines  of  travel,  all 
will  (juickly  Join  iu  the  work  of  beauti- 
fying these  places.  Spacious,  weh 
planned  depot  grounds  are  as  nuK  h 
capital  to  the  cities  and  towns  in  which 
they  are  situate  as  to  the  corporation 
to  which  they  bekmg,  so  that  munici- 
palities should  encourage  and  aid  ttiem 
in  every  way  possible.

Easy  to  Show  They  Have  an  Actual 
Monay  Value. 

In  his  war  against  Jaiaects  man's 
BMMrt  valuable  ally  Is  tbe  bird.  The 
0»ater  number  of  birds  lire  oa'  In- 
MCts.  Brea  those  which  Ure  on  seeds 
wh^  folly  grown  art  fed  on  Insects 
jfblle  hi  the  nest.  As  young  biids 
grow  fast  it  takes  many  a  worm  to 
satisfy  their  hearty  nppetites. 

A  feature  of  the  warfare  of  bird  ou 
bug  is  the  system  with  which  it  is 
carried  on.  Nothing  is  haphazard,  but 
each  species  of  bini  has  its  own  field 
of  worlv  and  in  many  instances  certain 
insects  to  which  it  is  partiaL  In  win 
ter,  when  there  seems  to  be  no  activi- 
ty on  the  part  «t  the  luBects,  one  might 
expect  the  birds  to  take  a  rest,  but 
fhere  is  no  cessation  in  the  work  of 
those  which  live*  on  insects  found  on 
the  bark  of  trees.

CEMETERY  EMBEtirSHMENT. 

Burial  Plaosa  Should  Bo  Macto  Park- 
like  and  Beautiful. 

While  we  have  cemeteries  we  should 
make  and  keep  them  ns  ornate  as  pos- 
sible. To  this  end  the  miserable  so 
called  monuments  should  be  e.xclnded 
and  none  but  works  of  art  allowed. 

In  nearly  all  burial  jrrouuds  mny  be 
found  repetitions  of  cheap  and  poor 
designs  which  add  both  monotony  and 
poverty  to  what  is  already  too  gloomy 
and  cunveutloual.  All  cemetery  associ- 
ations should  so  control  the  lots  sold 
as  to  prevefit  any  wort  ef  s  low  efder 
or  po<Mr  design,  says  a  cornqMiideiit  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Times.  While  the 
writer  does  not  Virit  cetaeterles,  he  has 
a  certain  amoont  of  compassion-  for 
those  who  do,  and  as  many  consider 
these  places  in  the  same  light  as  public 
parks  they  should  be  kept  up  to  a  liiirh 
standard  of  e.xcellence  nuU  embellished 
In  every  possil>le  way.  The  day  will 
doubtless  soon  come  when  cemeteries 
will  be  abolished  by  law,  but  those 
who  favor  them  may  stay  the  march 
of  enligiitenment  somewhat  by  seeing 
that  the  entire  tract  Is.  really  made 
parklike  and  tlie  momnnents  kept 
small  and  unobtrvsive  in  size  and  sim- 
ple in  design.  The  whole  effect  should 
be  of  a  garden,  not  of  a  stone  yard. 
Many  small  towns  havje  no  tract  re- 
served for  park  purposes,  and  the  peo- 
ple have  been  used  to  regard  their  lo- 
cal burying  ground  somewhat  in  the 
light  of  a  public  sipiari'.  This  idea 
should  IjC  kept  in  niiiui  by  those  in 
charge  even  where  a  park  or  parks  are 
present  and  unusually  attractive.  A 
board  of  Intelligent  directors  should  be 
elected  who  will  exercise  powers  some- 
wliat  akin  to  tlioee  of  a  park  commis- 
sion and  see  that  much  of  the  same 
class  of  work  is  carried  out

The  small,  downy  woodpecker 
Is  Jl  good  representative  of  his  family, 
us  bill  is  strong  and  sharp.  His  tiil 
foathers  are  Bti(fened  to  serve  as  a 
brace  while  he  clings  uprii;ht  against 
the  trunk.  He  cocks  his  head  to  one 
side,  and  his  quick  ears  hear  a  borer 
under  the  bark.  A  few  blows  wltli 
the  bill  and  a  hole  is  dug;  then  a  long 
;feongue  barbed  at  the  tip  is' shot  out. 
and  the  borer  is  speared  and  snatched 
from  its  resting  place. 
'  As  insects  increase  with  the  coming 
ot  warmer  weather,  birds  return  from 
tbm  sooth  to  fight  them.  One  watches 
ttm  eheorfnl  robin  bopplBg  over  the 
Itwn.  He  listens  an  Instant,  then 
pokes  Us  bill  deep  into  the  ground. 
TTp  comes  his  head,  and  he  has  cap- 
tured a  worm.  The  flicker,  though  a 
woodpecker,  is  an  imitator  of  the  robin. 
He  is  fond  of  ants,  and  his  big  bill 
makes  a  good  pick  to  dig  them  from 
their  hills.  Meadow  larks  and  quails 
live  entirely  on  insects  found  close  to 
the  ground.  Were  these  birds  strictly 
protected  in  the  southwest  instead  t>f 
being  hunted  the  boll  weevil  mlglit  not 
have  things  quite  so  much  his  own  way 
Im  the  cott(m  flelda. 

Tbe  trees  wIimi  1b  teOuee  are  fall  of 
Urda.  Small  warbters  and  vlroes  take 
care  of  eggs  and  little  worms,  while 
thmshes,  orioles  and  catbirds  attend  to 
those  of  larger  size.

Qoed  That  Can  Bo  Done  by  an  Ad- 
visory Committoo. 
Some  large  towns,  realhitiif  Hbmt  all 
of  their  voters  mm  not  In  a  position 
to  obtain  InftHPmatiott  concerning  the 
business  of  the  towns,  liave  adopted 
the  exp^lent  of  an  advisory  commit- 
tee. This  committee  is  composed  ot 
,  some  twenty  to  forty  representative 
;  men,  whose  duty  It  is  to  make  a  thor- 
I  OUgh  examination  of  the  business  of 
I  the  town  and  the  needs  for  the  coming 
I  year  and  report  to  the  entire  voting 
body  its  findings  and  recommendations. 
In  that  way  the  voters  liave  laid  be- 
fore them  in  print  an  explanation  of 
the  public  ImsineBS,  a  lucid  statement 
of'  the  purposes  for  which  money  must 
be  provided  and  recommendations  con- 
cerning changes  or  improvements, 
j  Therein  Is  a  hint  for  civic  bodies  in 
I  places  where  the  town  has  not  such  a 
committee.  No  better  work  can  be 
done  than  the  work  of  investigation 
'  and  publication.  The  great  majority  of 
;  voters  in  the  United  States  are  in  the 
dark  as  to  what  is  going  on  in  public 
business  and  do  not  know  how  to  vote 
except  as  they  are  told  by  the  pollti- 
i  clans.  If  they  could  liav^  authoritative 
information  ttom  time  to  time  tliey 
would  take  interest  and  there  would 
be  an  improvement  tn  municipal  busi- 
ness. Then  the  <Me  club  can  extend 
its  operations  to  the  beautifying  of  tbe 
place,  to  the  improvement  of  its  trans- 
portation facilities,  to  its  sanitation,  to 
the  elimination  of  grade  crossings,  to 
the  abatement  of  the  smoke  nuisance 
and  a  multitude  of  other  good  thin.?s 
for  its  town,  all  of  which  will  profit 
the  place  in  hard  dollars.  The  club 
may  even  devote  a  part  of  its  time  and 
strength  to  tbo  selection  of  good  men 
for  office  and  the  attempt  to  elect  them

give  a  good  first  impression  of  a  place 
that  the  »)b.servlng  traveler  is  nut  slow 
to  appreciate.  Ou  the  t)ther  hand, 
slovenly,  dirty  or  ill  cared  for  grounds 
give  a  bad  first  impression,  and  the 
lack  of  Improvements  or  care  is  quick- 
ly noticed  by  tlie  eq)erieuced  travel- 
er, for  he  has  seen  and  noted  station 
grounds  lilghly  embaUished.  Time^ 
•mu  when  railroad  gaidening  was  a' 
mere  incidental  and  the  material  used 
was  regarded  as  socli,  consteting  large- 
ly of  seasonal  beds  of  flowers.  This 
style  of  work  Is  rapidly  being  super 
seded  by  permanent  all  the  y<'ar  round 
efff'f'ts.

Wnlng  Bureau  to  Be  ftature  of 
Early  Legistatiqn. 

PIttibnrg.  Dec.  3.— At  the  session 
of  the  American  mining  congress  it 
was  shown  that  within  sixty  days 
congress  will  probably  take  step!  to 
establish  a  bureau  of  mines  in  the

UnbaMy  Trophies  That  Ars 
by  th«  Oyaks. 

The  head  hunting  propensities  of 
the  Dyaks  are  well  known  to  the  stu- 
dents of  ethnology.  The  leading 
thought  in  tbs  taking  of  heads  is  the 
idea  that'tte  cenqnerw  eoold  secoie 
tlw  **Bo«r  of  the  conquered  and  add  it 
to  his  own*  increasing  thereby  his 
eonrafe  and  stmiyEth  and  consequent- 
ly his  reputation  ais  a  hero  as  long  as 
the  head  of  the  victim  remained  in 
his  possession.  It  is  therefore  the 
custom  of  the  people  after  battle  to 
wrap  the  severed  heads  in  a  loose 
'  crate  of  rattan  and  smi  ke  tbcni  over 
'  a  fire  of  damp  wood  and  loaves.  Then 
they  hang  the  ghastly  iroidnes  in  the 
houses  in  bundles  having  an  uncanny 
resemblance  to  gigantic  clusters  of 
I  grapes,  each  head  forming  a  berry. 
These  war  trophies  are  considered  by 
the  Dyaks  their  most  sacred  posses- 
sion* nd*are  guarded  with  the  ut- 
most JeakMMgr  and  Tigllaaee.  Tbehr 
hMS  would  mean  not  only  a  considera- 
ble decrease  of  personal  prestige,  but 
also  tlie  loss.of  a  part  of  the  "soul"— 
that  is,  of  courage  and  strength. 

I  have  often  had  the  (juestionable 
privilege  of  sitting  under  the  bundles 
of  heads  in  the  Dyak  houses  as  the 
seat  of  honor  and  of  cxaiuiniug  thera 
closely.  Anakoda  Unsaug.  who  claim- 
ed to  be  my  friend,  was  not  a  talka- 
tive man,  but  when  roused  from  his 
usual  stolidity  would  relate  the  cir- 
cumstances of  many  a  battle  and  vic- 
tory in  the  past  with  apparent  gasto.
